Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim 23 -32 (renumbered as 1-10) are allowed. The prior art of record does not 
disclose a wireless communication apparatus that allocates all subcarriers in a 
communication band to communicating parties when a sum of an amount of data of 
channel quality information about a subset of subcarriers selected for allocation to the 
communicating parties and an amount of subcarrier identification information indicating 
the selected subcarriers is larger than an amount of data of channel quality information 
about all subcarriers in the communication band.
